To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hollingbourn  Rural  District 

Council: 


Gentlemen, 

I present  to  you  my  report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Condition 
of  the  Hollingbourn  Rural  District  for  the  year  1943. 

This  report  again  has  to  be  reduced  in  size  and  confined  to 
new  developments  and  matters  of  fresh  and  immediate  interest.  The 
tables  of  statistics  are  reduced  in  extent  and  those  matters  which 
have  appeared  in  previous  reports  have  been  omitted,  unless  there 
have  been  extensions  of  these  activities,  while  the  statistical 
tables  which  were  customary  in  the  pre-war  reports  have  been  prepared 
and  are  filed  for  record,  and  may  be  included  in  a report  of  the 
health  activities  of  the  war  years. 

There  has  again  been  a vast  amount  of  additional  work  placed 
on  the  Officers  of  Local  Authorities,  and  in  1944  the  work  has  been 
complicated  by  the  amount  of  war  dam. . e which  has  been  sustained  in 
the  District  and  the  action  necessary  to  restore  damaged  houses  to 
at  least  a weatherproof  state.  It  is  to  this  urgent  work,  which  had 
to  have  first  priority,  that  the  lateness  of  the  appearance  of  the 
report  must  be  attributed,  for  it  has  been  impossible  for  it  to 
be  completed  while  so  much  urgent  repair  work  called  for  attention. 

In  spite  of  these  extra  calls  on  the  time  and  energies  of  your 
Officers,  I think  that  this  report  sho  's  a creditable  record  of 
work  done  and  that  the  Local  Authority  may  be  pleased  with  the  share 
it  has  token  in  the  tasks  of  war  and  with  confidence  plan  for  the 
tasks  of  peaoe  and  re-construction.

SECTION  C. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


^atsr  Tho  portions  of  the  area  served  by  the  '.Tatar  Companies  are 
7011  supplied  with  water  of  good  quality  and  regular  chemical  and 
bac  ouriological  examinations  of  these  supplies  have  been  made  and  the 
results  are  consistently  good.  Samples  have  been  taken  from  a 
great  number  of  other  supplies,  some  of  which  are  used  while  others 
.?uro  possi olo  sources  in  the  event  of  invasion  or  war  damage.  The 
reoulLs  show,  that  only  very  few  of  the  local  supplies  from  ?/e  11s 
ponas  or  springs  can  be  regarded  as  satisfactory  and  tho  number  of 
troops  in  tho  area  has  increased  the  risk  of  contamination.  Parts 
oi  one  area  are  not  even  as  well  served  as  this,  and  the  inhabitants 
have  to  depend  on  rain  water  collected  in  tanks  ,nd  cisterns  and  this 
has  been  a source  of  much  difficulty  in  dry  weather  and  carting  of 
wa  n nas  had  to  bo  under  taken.

number  of  registered  milk- traders  at  the  end  of  the  year,  after 
eliminating  those  who  have  gone  out  of  business , is  152,  of  these 
7 arc  licensed  ay  the  County  Council  to  produce  Tuberculin-tested 
Milk  end  18  to  produce  Accredited  Milk.  Samples  of  specially 
designated  milk  taken  at  farms  during  the  year  number  130,  being  25 
from  Tuberculin-tested  and  74  from  Accredited  'lords.  17  samples  of 
mixed  milk  were  also  taken  for  examination  for  tubercle 
infection  and  2 of  ordinary  milk  for  cleanliness  test.

The  pre-war  custom  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  of  Sending  an 
Officer  to  inspect  the  camps  was  undertaken  this  year  and  the  officer 
concerned  could  find  very  little  of  which  to  complain. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal . 


There  were  no  extensions  of  severs 


during  the  year,  but  the  scheme  for  draining  the  A.T.S.Camp  at  Stodo 
Hill,  Harriet sham,  was  commenced.  This  scheme  in  which  you  were 
invited,  and  did  come,  to  a very  useful  agreement  with  the  War  Office 
not  only  drains  the  camp  but  serves  also  a population  of  100  in  civil 
properties  along  the  line  of  the  sewer , The  disposal  works  are  sited 
on  the  land  proposed  in  your  original  scheme.  Thus  at  a time  when 
such  things  seem  to  bo  a dream  of  the  future  a useful  portion  of  your 
drainage  scheme  for  Harris teham  is  to  he  an  accomplished  fact.

Now  Buildings.  Ton  plans  of  buildings,  alterations  and  additions,  were 
submitted  during  the  year  and  all  were  approved.  One  of  the  plans 
concerned  the  re-conditioning  of  a cottage,  but  to  work  was  dependent 
upon  a grant  under  the  Housing  (Rural  Yorkers ) Acts  and  as  access  from 
the  highway  was  very  poor  and  no  services  were  available  the  grant  was 
not  forth- coming. 

Water  Supply.  Seventy-seven  bacteriological  samples  of  voter  and  four 
chemical  samples  wore  taken  by  the  Sanit  ry  Department  durinr  the  year,

SECTION  F 

Prevalence  of,.  and  C;enurql  ovn,  Infectious  pi  spa  so.. 

In  previous  reports  I ha  Vo  commented  on  the  arrangements 
for  th.e  hospital  treatment  of  ce  - Js  of  Infectious  Disease  from  the 
Hollingbourn  Erral  District  and  as  the  Council  is  weif  aware , I 
cannot  regard  the  present  provision  as  satisfactory.  I trust  that 
the  end  of  the  wa:„  will  see  an  improvement  in  the  hospital 
accommodation,  with  increased  provision  for  such  diseases  as  polio- 
myelitis, C.,rebro- spinal  fever  and  complicated  cases  of  measles. 

I am  of  opinion  that  this  will  be  secured  by  the  establishment  of 
larger  hospitals,  to  serve  a combination  of  districts  and  that  the 
present  multiplicity  of  small  uneconomical  isolation  hospitals  will 
disappear.  The  smallpox  hospital  at  Harps wood , which  could  not  be 
considered  adequate  or  satisfactory  and  which  could  only  have  been 
brought  into  use  with  great  difficulty  is  to  be  closed  and  provision 
for  smallpox  cases  is  now  being  ...ado  by  the  Lent  County  Council.
